poland nets $1.25 million in sale of 225 acres

The sale of more than 225 acres of land for a massive condominium 
development has netted the city of Upland, a major stockholder in the com- 
panies that owned the land, a tidy dividend of $1.25 million. 

But it’s no windfall profit, according to city finance director Tim Brown 

“That money, by law, must go into the water development fund,’ Brown 
told City Council members earlier this week. ‘‘It has been earmarked for 
capital improvements in the water department.”’ 

The dividends did not come as a surprise to the city, but were the culmina- 
tion of more than a year of planning for the condominium project. 

The development, proposed by Matreyek Homes, Inc. of Upland, will in- 
clude more than 550 homes and an 18-hole golf course on both sides of 16th 


Street, east of Campus Avenue. 


One of the largest projects to be approved by the city, the Upland Hills 
Country Club has received enthusiastic support from both planners and 
councilmen for both detail in planning and the amenities the development 


will add to the community.

Preserve the six-period day was 
the message given by parents to 
trustees of the Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District Monday night 

More than 100 parents listened in 
Hill Auditorium during an informa- 
tional budget workshop as district 
officials outlined their reasons for 
suggesting a school day with less 
than the six periods now offered 

Fearing that next year’s revenue 
will not cover projected expendi- 
tures, district officials asked the 
board to consider a day that would 
offer five periods to all students and 
an additional period for some stu- 
dents 


Parents, most of whom were 
from Upland, suggested the board 
look elsewhere to make cuts. Includ- 
ed in a list of suggestions were re; 
ductions in the salaries of 
instructors who are not teaching 
properly, cuts in the counseling pro- 
gram and increases in class size 

The group felt a reduction in the 
number of periods would narrow 
their students’ choice of classes and 
place a burden on those students 
planning to go on to college 

Much of the cause for alarm by 
administrators over the $31 million 
budget lies with the fact that it does 
not contain money for employee sal- 
ary increases, projected increases 
in utility bills, beefed-up security, a 


Truants prove costly 


to West End schools

West End schools will lose 
more than a million dollars in 
revenue this year because of 
students who are enrolled but don’t 
show up for class, officials say 

And although truants are a major 
source of the problem, local 
educators say parents are often at 
fault for taking their children on 
extended vacations or keeping them 
out of school for reasons other than 
illness. 

Unexcused absences are a 
perennial problem, but their 
importance in the wake of growing 
financial woes in the schools has 
become more pronounced in recent 
years. 

The largest portion of the schools’ 
budgets comes from the state. The 
amount alloted each district is bas- 
ed on the Average Daily Attendance 
(ADA) of each school, rather than 
enrollment figures. Excused 
absences are included in the ADA, 
but those students who miss class 
for other reasons are not counted 

This means a school with a large 
unexcused absence rate will not 
receive funding for all students 
enrolled, despite the fact that 
operations costs continue as before. 

The revenue limit for this year’s 
ADA was set at $1,550 per student. 

The problem is worst at the high 
school level, where truancy 
accounts for many unexcused 
absences. But principals find that 
parents also have a hand in matter. 

According to the state Education 
code, children may legally be kept 
out of school for .four reasons: 


illness, quarantine, a medical, 
dental or eye appointment, or to 
attend the funeral service of 
someone in the immediate family 

Other reasons — including family 
vacations, sporting events and other 
problems — are not included 

“We find, at the elementary 
school level, that truancy is not 
much of a problem,” said Norm 
Guith, superintendent of the Central 
School District. “We have more 
difficulties with parents keeping a 
child home to babysit another 
child.” 

He said with the increasing 
number of families in which both 
parents work, an illness or other 
difficulty in which one child must be 
kept home raises a serious problem 
Keeping an older sibling home to 
watch a brother or sister is often the 
easiest solution 


‘Things like the flu season don't 
hurt us financially,’ said Guith. 
“We still get the funds for those 
students, as long as parents 
remember to send a note in 
explaining their child was sick.” 


Many of the schools have started 
intensive programs to track down 
students who don’t come to class. 
Parents are contacted, and in cases 
where the child is being kept home 
for an unexcused reason, counseling 
is provided to find another solution 
to the problem. 


For elementary schools, the 
headache of unexcused absences 
seems to be larger in upper-class 
neighborhoods, where families tend 
to take long vacations.

The land proposed for the project was owned by the San Antonio Land 
Company and the San Antonio Water Company. The city of Upland is a ma- 
jor stockholder in both, with about 7,244 shares in the land company and 


another 3,588 in the water company. 


The ramifications of the city’s role in the business aspects of the project 
were discussed, and Mayor John McCarthy, a member of the land company 
board, abstained in all votes regarding the development 

The Matreyek project received the council’s vote of approval in April 
1980, and cleared the final hurdle of permits in September. 

Sale of the property was completed last week. The land company declared 
a $50 dividend per share, and the water company a healthy $250. 

As a result, the city received about $362,000 and $896,000, respectively. 

City Manager Lee Travers said the money has already been earmarked 


for three projects. 


“The largest chunk will probably go to cover the city’s share in a treat- 
ment plant, planned for Benson Avenue and i8th Street, to treat Northern 
California water that is piped in,”’ he said.

contingency fund or increases in 
classroom allocations for students 

Superintendent Mike Dirksen said 
athletic programs and busing are 
also being reviewed for cuts. 

But the biggest savings, $750,000 
worth, would come from employee 
attrition and a resulting cut in the 
number of courses offered 

With 82 percent of the district’s 
money tied up in salaries, adminis- 
trators feel that is where much of 
the cutting will have to be done. To 
staff the same instructional pro- 
gram as the one offered this year, 
personnel director Dean Smothers 
said 435.6 full time positions would 
be required next year 

He predicted that attrition would 
push that figure down to 412 posi- 
tions. A 5.2-period day, he added, 
would require 391 positions. 

Consequently something more 
than a 5.2-period day could be of- 
fered with the positions on hand next 
tall, Smothers said 

Instructional administrator Ro- 
bert Erickson said the 5.2-period 
day would still still meet state law 
university requirements, graduation 
requirements and provide the dis- 
trict with a comprehensive high 
school curriculum 

To retain the six-period day, how- 
ever, Upland resident George Moore 
asked the board to consider altering 
the standard step-and-column pay 
scale offered to teachers. Instead, 
he suggested, raises should be based 
on merit and performance 

One woman suggested that in- 
creased class sizes be studied as an 
alternative to cutting back on the 
number of periods 

Erickson responded, however, 
that because class size is based on 
an average some classes would be 
well over the average 

He also discounted the possibility 
of lessening the length of each peri- 
od by five minutes to allow for a 
sixth period for all students. Doing 
so, he said would put the length of 
those periods under the legal limit 

Addressing concerns that a reduc- 
tion in class periods would also re- 
duce the number of subjects offered, 
Dirksen noted that the current cur- 
riculum does not satisfy every need. 


‘‘Not all students are getting what 
they want now,” he said. ‘‘We can't 
guarantee every subject when the 
students want it.”

Girl, 3, to

For 3-year-old Tracy Husted, it’s 
been a case of the bitter with the 
sweet. 

When she was admitted into 
Pomona Valley Community 
Hospital right after Thanksgiving 
with meningitis, doctors weren’t 
sure for several days if she would 
pull through. 

Tracy was lucky, though, and was 
sent home after 17 days. It was only 
then her parents, Upland residents 
Larry and Noelle Husted, suspected 
what was later confirmed by tests — 
Tracy was almost totally deaf. 

Since then, the bouncy, blond girl 
has almost recovered her former 
spunk, and is leaming to adjust to 
her silent world. 

But her parents don’t want her to 
have to live there always. 

Next Thursday, Tracy is 
scheduled to go into the hospital for 
a controversial operation. A small 
magnetic coil the size of a dime will 
be implanted in the bone directly 
behind her left ear. An electrode 
attached to the coil wjll be placed in 


ment of West End cities to build the plant. Although each city s share of the 
cost has not yet been determined, Travers said Upland’s portion will be well 


over $1 million. 


“The advantage we have now,”’ said Travers, ‘‘is that if we pay most of 
our share in cash, the citizens will save by not having to pay interest on 
large bonds (that would normally be used to finance the project).” 

Some of the money will probably also be used on improvements on the 
22nd Street reservoir, and on a proposed project to join with the San Antonio 
Water Company to build a five-million-gallon reservoir in the foothills. 

Brown indicated that the money would help the city complete water 
department projects, but cautioned against seeing the funds as a gateway to 


new projects in the city. 


The sale liquidated some of the last land holdings of the San Antonio 
Water Company. Charles Thomas, general manager of the company, said 
the only property still held by the water company consists of acreage on 
which equipment was constructed, which will not be sold. 

The San Antonio Land Company still has about 3,000 acres of holdings in 


the area.

the cochlea of the inner ear, to 
replace the hundreds of thousands of 
tiny hair cells destroyed by the 
meningitis. 

The implant will be aided by 
another coil in an ear mold similar 
in appearance to a hearing aid. The 
entire apparatus is powered by two 
9-volt batteries Tracy will wear ina 
playing card-sized pack on her 
chest. 

When the complex equipment is 
implanted and operating, Tracy will 
be able to hear again, her mother 
said. 

‘‘She won’t hear the way she used 
to,’ said Mrs. Husted, sitting in the 
family room of their home. ‘“‘It’s 
more of an electronic sound, sort of 
like a radio station that’s not tuned 
in quite right — with lots of static.’’ 

She said the apparatus picks up a 
smaller range of sound than the 
human ear, but with training Tracy 
will be able to use the device in 
conversation, to hear doorbells and 
car horns, and if she is one of the 
lucky ones, talk on the telephone. 

‘‘What’s probably most important 
is that she will be able to monitor 





her own voice,” said Mrs. Husted. 

“She still talks, but after five 
months it’s getting very hard to 
understand her. We don’t want her 
to lose her speech.” 

Tracy has a handful of words she 
still says clearly, like family names, 
McDonald’s, Disneyland and her 
cat’s name, Skeedo. But in her 
excitement to communicate, many 
of the words become garbled, and 
since she can’t hear what she’s 
saying she cannot correct herself. 

Her parents asked Dr. William 
House, a pioneer in the 
transplanting process, to perform 
the operation on Tracy now, before 
she completely loses her ability to 
talk. 

House, of the House Ear Institute 
in Los Angeles, agreed to the 
implant, even though Tracy will be 
the first young child who has 
received the operation. 

He performed the first implants 
back in 1961, but was frustrated by 
three failures in a row. He waited 
another eight years, and in 1969 
tried again. One of those implants is 
still operatjonal.

Since that time, about 14 people 
have received implants. Edward 
Ethell, spokesman for the House 
institute, said there have been about 
10 instances of mechanical failure. 
and another dozen or so cases in 
which the patient, for various 
reasons, has decided not to use the 
implant. 


‘We know of no physical damages 
that have resulted from ‘an 
implant,” he said, ‘‘but because the 
technique is still so young, we have 
to call it ‘experimental.’” 


He said the largest concem has 
been placing an electrical current so 
close to the brain in the inner ear. 


“There is a serious question if it 
might injure the brain or brain 
processes. That’s why a key 
member of our team is a psy- 
chologist who tests for long-range 
cognitive functioning. 


“So far, we have found no signs of 
deterioration,” said Ethell. ‘And 
we have one individual! who has had

County medical center 


to be in arrears on loan

Supervisors were told last week the county medical 
center will fall short of fully repaying $3.2 million in 
county loans by the end of June. 

And medical center officials said the facility must 
become more competitive with other hospitals in 
attracting paying patients to help reduce the center’s 
dependence on county bailout money. 

The Board of Supervisors held a workshop session in 
San Bernardino, where center officials presented a 
program-by-program review of the hospital's services 
and finances. 

When the board lent the medical center another $1 
million in December — for a total of $3.2 million above 
the county’s normal subvention to the hospital — Robert 
Russell, administrator of county health-care services, 
pledged full repayment by June 30, the end of the current 
fiscal year 

However, he and other health officials said Tuesday 
unforeseen developments have put a large crimp in plans 
for-the repayment. 

Without taking steps available on a one-time basis 
only, the medical center would fall as much as $8 million 
short of meeting the $3.2 million total, Russell said. 

With steps he outlined Tuesday, the medical center 
would still be about $1.1 million short. Some $500,000 
wottld returned through cost savings in fiscal 1981-82, but 
the hospital would still owe the county general fund 
$401,278, Russell said. 

He added that medical center officials would continue 
their efforts to save money. 

Russell attributed the latest problems in the hospital's 
finances to repayment of $350,000 this fiscal year to the 
state because a Medi-Cal audit found claims that did not 
qualify for reimbursement. 

The audit actually said the medical center owes the 


State some $700,000, but the county is appealing $400,000 
of that. Russell said the $350,000 not disputed by the 
county had been scheduled for repayment in fiscal 1981- 
82, but the state demanded payment sooner. 

The other major, unexpected cause for the fiscal 
troubles is a sharp drop in inpatient care clientele for the 
last two months 

Inpatient care during the period has been substantially 
below the figures projected in the medical center 
budgeting. 

Russell also said that despite expense reductions in the 
last four months, the medical center’s fixed costs have 
remained higher than anticipated 

On the plus side, Bill Hale, associate administrator for 
medical center fiscal services, noted billing has topped 
$4 million a month for the last four months. Billing was 
typically around $2.5 million a month during 1980. 

However, he pointed out that much of the billing is on 
old accounts and that he was uncertain how much of the 
money due would ultimately be paid to the medical 
center. 

Hale said the medical center will have an ‘“‘upfront’’ 
collection effort next fiscal year rather than waiting to 
bill 

He suggested the image as a county hospital hurts 
collection efforts because many patients, including those 
who are not indigent, expect their free care. 

The medical center proposes to save money by 
discontinuing renal (kidney) dialysis, which would be 
taken over by a private clinic after a public hearing, and 
renal transplants. 

However, Charles Jervis, medical center director, 
said the long-term financial health of the hospital 
depends on it attracting more private patients. 

He noted outpatient care has been a particularly heavy 
drain on county funds and that the medical center is 
exploring changes in the program.

Ken and Sandy walked slowly through the con- 
jominium, asking questions about maintenance costs, 
member privileges and financing. Immediately they 
agreed the answer was ‘‘ves.”’ 

Then they plunged ahead without hesitating. They 
wrote a $1,500 check the same day to buy part-ownership 
of the unit and became one of the first-time buyers at 
San Diego Country Estates near Ramona 

They also became part of a new real estate merchan- 
dising technique that is alive and well today despite 
record high interest rates and one of the worst real es- 
tate recessions in many moons 

It is called ‘time-sharing’ and it enables buyers to 
vacation in a hunting lodge in Africa, to snorkel in the 
Caribbean, play golf in Hawaii or go skiing in 
Switzerland 

fime-sharing”™ is succeeding despite all the economic 
and government hurdles being thrown in its path. 

We like it so well we spend every weekend we can 
there,’’ said Ken, who recently purchased a second two- 
bedroom unit in Palm Springs 

And last year we exchanged some of our time for a 
veek at the Kuhio Surf Club in Hawaii,” the middle-aged 
buyer said with a smile. ‘‘It was cheaper than going ona 
straight vacation.”’ 

The time-sharing industry has come of age in only 15 
years, says William F. Friery of Ramona, one of the in- 
dustry ploneers 

Friery said Laguna Shores, an oceanfront time-share 
development at Laguna Beach, was ‘‘the fastest-selling 
complex in the history of time-sharing.” 

He said a two-year, independent study by Richard 
Ragatz Associates showed there were more than 350,000 
time-share owners across the nation in 1980 and 73 per- 
cent of them said they would make the same investment 
again to fight vacation inflation, get a tax break and 
overcome soaring real estate prices. 

In 1979 those time-share owners already were bringing 
into the involved communities more than $100 million 
and today the figure would be even higher. The idea of 
time-sharing was brought to Florida from Europe about 
15 years ago, and by 1975 only 10,000 members exchanged 
sites. 

“Today it is approaching the $11 billion mark,”’ says 
Friery, president of the Tennis Club Realty Co. of Palm 
Springs and president and marketing director for the San 
Diego Country Estates and Laguna Shores. 

Industry leaders who met recently in Washington es- 
timated $1.5 billion in resort and urban time-shares may 
be sold this year, up from $800 million in 1979 — a switch 
from the problems facing the rest of the real estate in- 
dustry 

They said time-sharing is uniquely suited for in- 
flationary times because only 2 percent of American 
families can afford buying a second home at the beach or 
in the mountains, but the majority can afford vacations 
and a large percentage ‘‘can afford to buy one- or two- 
week shares of a second home.”’ 

However, Ken warned prospective buyers to beware. 
‘you have to be careful about what you buy,” said Ken, 

because there are some rip-offs in the business. You 
have to know who you’re dealing with.”’ 

He said the concept, which began in Europe in the 
1960s and later found its most fertile market in the 
United States, has now spread to cruise ships and similar 
modes of tourism. 

‘Hawaii is really upset about time-sharing, and 
several states are considering legislation to control the 
industry because of some ‘fast’ operators that have 
ripped off the public,’ said Ken, who asked not to be 
identified

vacation, staying in hotels and camping out. Inflation has 
destroyed the purchasing power of the average family 
and forced a change in the holiday patterns. Thus time- 
sharing was imported from Europe where several 
families would share the cost of a beach cabin or moun- 
tain hideaway and then share the time using it, They 
found it was a way to save money for all of them. 

‘By comparison time-sharing is an exceptional value 
compared to what else is being offered,’’ said realtor 
George Mantor. ‘‘They don’t always pencil out, but some 
people have made omney on them. This is a new real es- 
tate concept that will grow. time-share will become like 
the second automobile in many families. Motor homes 
are expensive and lose value and hotel bills are just get- 
ting too high for the average family.” 

Like Ken, Mantor warned against getting involved in 
any flimflam deals. 

‘People should know what they are buying,’’ warned 


Mantor. ‘‘They should shop around. Some people haven't 
bought what they thought they bought and they are un- 
happy. They have bought into clubs instead of part 
ownership and thye don’t like it, naturally.” 

The average expenditure of a time-share couple or 
family for a two-to-seven-day stay is $345, Friery said.

call the ‘aha’ experience. They 
realize the obvious (but often 
overlooked) fact that mood is 
controlled by one’s environment — 
including a person’s selection of ac- 
tivities.” 

Problem-solving is the next 
technique participants leam to keep 
depression on the run. It’s tailored 
to personality characteristics, 
which are determined early in the 
class with the help of 
questionnaires. Participants lear, 
for example, that leisurely reading 
won't solve their depression if 
they’re an outdoors type who is 
happiest when fishing or skiing. 

After mastering these skills, 
participants may choose to go on to 
individualized modules and leam 
more about other factors that 
influence depression, such as 
relaxation techniques, socialization 
skills or assertiveness. 

After the course, the analysis of 
mood and environment and the 
problem-solving skills may become 
automatic enough to eliminate the 
daily graphing, Nies says, although 
some coping-class graduates may 
find themselves taking up the daily 
exercise periodically to prevent or 
reverse depression. 

As far as the developers know, the 
USC program is the only one of its 
kind. ‘It’s a new concept,” says 
Larry Thompson, ‘‘but it isn’t 
psychotherapy. It’s merely a course 
to learn skills to minimize or deal 
with depression. We're not 
suggesting it is a replacement for 
psychotherapy or medication in ail 
instances.” 

The developers did conclude 
during preliminary research, 
however, that the classes are at 
least as effective for many patients 
as individual psychotherapy in 
preventing or relieving depression. 

And the developers also have 
discovered that the classroom 
approach removes the stigma many 
older persons attach to seeking 
mental health services. ‘‘PeOple 
will often take a course,’’ Thompson 
observes, ‘‘but they would not come 
to get psychotherapy.” 

That's an important point, the 
gerontologists say, because experts 
estimate that only about 2 percent of 
older depressed persons actually 
seek professional help — partly 
because they attach a stigma to 
seeing a psychologist or 
psychiatrist.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MONTCLAIR ADDING 
SUBSECTION (5) ALLOWING 


CERTAIN EXCEPTIONS TO THE 
REQUIRED FENCE HEIGHT 
LIMITATIONS TO SECTION 9- 
4.1805 OF ARTICLE 18 OF 
CHAPTER 4 OF TITLE 9 OF THE 
MONTCLAIR MUNICIPAL CODE 

The City Council of the City of 
Montclair, California, does hereby 
ordain as follows 

SECTION 1. AMENDMENT TO 
CODE. Title 9 of the Montclair 
Municipal Code is hereby amended 
by adding Subsection (5), 9-4.1805, 
thereto to read as follows 

(5) Fences and walls not greater 
than eight (8) feet in height may be 
permitted by administrative 
adjustment on or within all rear and 
side property lines and on or to the 
rear of all front yard setback lines 
in special circumstances where a 
fence or wall higher than six (6’) 
feet is necessary to provide for 
security, privacy, screening of 
yards, or to act as a buffer between 
land uses where it is found to be 
necessary to eliminate 
objectionable noise, light or glare. 
Such special circumstances would 
include changes in elevation 
between properties, or 
characteristics, of adjoining land 
uses that necessitate a higher fence 
or wall for the enjoyment of 
property rights enjoyed by other 
property owners of similarly zoned 
property in the vicinity. All 
administrative adjustments shall 
follow the procedures, findings and 
appeals of subsection (1) of 
subsection (e) of Section 94.1909 of 
Article 19 of this chapter. The 
Director of Community 
Development may attach conditions 
of approval as deemed necessary to 
mitigate the appearance of any wall 
or fence permitted by this 
subsection. 

SECTION Il. VALIDITY. If any 
section, subsection, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this ordinance is 
for any reason held to be invalid, 
such holding or holdings shall not 
effect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this ordinance. 

The City Council hereby declares 
that it would have passed this 
ordinance and each section, 
subsection, sentence, clause or 
phrase thereof irrespective of the 
fact that any one or more sections, 
subsections, sentences, clauses, or 
phrases be declared invalid.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF

The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain the following addi- 
tion of Article 5 to Chapter 3 of Title 9 of the Montclair Municipal Code 

ARTICLE 5, PLANNED OFFICE AND INDUSTRIAL CONDOMINIUM 
DEVELOPMENTS 
Section 9-3.501. Authorized 

The Commission is hereby authorized to grant office and industrial con- 
dominium development use permits for particular cases which are 
qualified pursuant to the provisions of this chapter. In granting such office 
and industrial condominium development usepermits, the Commission 
may stipulate conditions in addition to those required by this chapter which 
will tend to safeguard the health. safety and property values in the area 
Section 9-3.502. Application of Article 

The provisions of this article shall apply to all office condominium 
developments in appropriately C-1, C-2, C-3 and A-P zoned districts. as well 
as to all industrial condominium developments in appropriately M-1, M-2 
and M-I-P zoned districts when such developments are on real property in 
the City 
Section 9-3.503. Findings, Intent and Purpose 

A. The City Council of the City of Montclair finds that office con- 
dominium and industrial condominium developments are different in so 
many respects from other types and forms of land ownership and develop- 
ment as to require different regulations 

B. The intent of this article is to develop standards, procedures and 
guidelines, to provide a more flexible method whereby sufficnelty large 
and properly located land areas can be developed, employing more in- 
novative and imaginative land planning concepts than would be possible 
through the strict application of conventional zoning subdivision 
regulations 

C. The purpose of the article is to provide for the general control of 
design and development of common ownership office and industrial con- 
dominium developments in relation to adjoining areas in accordance with 
the basic purpose of the State Subdivision Map Act 
Section 9-3.504. Objectives and Purposes 

The objectives and purposes of the Planned Office and Industria] Con- 
dominium Developments are as follows 

A. To encourage a more desirable business and working environment 
than would be possible through a strict application of the provisions of this 
chapter: 

B. To encourage an orderly and well - planned growth of owner-occupied 
office and industrial developments: 

C. To encourage a more efficient, aesthetic, and desirable use of land, 

D. To encourage variety in the physical development pattern of the City; 
and 

E. To insure that these objectives are realized and that in the process, 
the development objectives, principles, and standards remain in conformi- 
ty with the requirements ot e zoning ordinance and General Plan 
Section 9-3.505. Definitions 

A. “Condominium” is an estate in real property consisting of an un- 
divided interest in common in a portion of a parcel of real property 
together with a separate interest in space in a residential, industrial or 
commercial! building on such real property such as an apartment, office, or 
store. A condominium may include in addition, a separate interest in other 
portions of such real property 

Such estate may, with respect to the duration of an enjoinment, be 
either 

(1) An estate of inheritance or perpetual estate, 

(2) An estate for life, or 

(3) An estate for years 

B. “Office Condominium Development” means a structure or structures 
proposed for construction comprising a project in which an undivided in- 
terest in the land is coupled with the right to the exclusive occupancy of. a 
designated interior office space and accompanying facilities. 

C. ‘Industrial Condominium Development’ means a structure or struc- 
tures proposed for construction comprising a project in which an undivided 
interest in the land is coupled with the right to the exclusive occupancy of a 
designated industrial or manufacturing space and accompanying facilities. 

D. “Office Condominium Unit’’ means the element of an office con- 
dominium development which is not owned in common with the owners of 
other condominium interests in the development plus a proportionate share 
of all common areas. 

E. “Industrial Condominium Unit’ means the element of an industrial 
condominium development which is not owned in common with the owners 
of other condominium interests in the development plus a proportionate 
share of all common areas 

F. “Association” means the organization of persons who own a lot, 
parcel, area, airspace, or right of exclusive occupancy in a unit of con- 
dominiums and may have interests in the control of common areas of such 
project. 

G. “Common Use” means the uninfringed utilization of common areas 
by the owner of a condominium interest within a condominium develop- 
ment. 

H. “Common Areas’’ means the entire office or industrial condominium 
development excepting all office or industrial condominium units therein 
granted or reserved to individual ownerships. 

I. ‘Outside Storage Areas" means any space not within the primary 
structure which is used for the keeping of any goods or materials and which 
is not fully enclosed by solid walls and a roof. 

Section 9-3.506, Permits Required 

A. Office condominium developments are permitted in the appropriate C- 
1, C-2, C-3, and A-P zoning districts within the City, subject to the issuance 
of a conditional use permit pursuant to the provisions of Article 19 of this 
chapter and the approval of tentative or final tract or parcel maps as may 
be required by law. This requirement is in addition to other permits or cer- 
tificates required by law. 

Furthermore, the types of office condominium uses which are allowed 
per the required conditional use permit are as follows: 

1. Professional offices, such as: 

a. Accountants 

b. Attorneys 

c. Dentists, doctors, etc. 

d, Engineers, architects, planners, etc. 

2. Business offices, such as: 

. Advertising agencies 
. Banks and other financial offices 
. Employment agencies 
. Escrow and real estate companies 
. Governmental offices 
Insurance companies 
. Corporate headquarters 
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Travel agencies 
Transportation and entertainment ticket services (excluding 
passenger terminals) 

k. Public and private utility offices 

1. Communication and recording studios (excluding towers) 

m. Secretarial and stenographic services 

n. Telephone answering services 

o, News agency and publication offices 

p. Detective and protective services (offices only) 

q. Educational, scientific and social science regearch facilities (ex- 
cluding schobls ) \

r. Interior, decorating consultant services 

s. Business and management consultant services (includes data 
processing, computer programming and the like) 

5. Microfilming services 

u. Business. professional, and civic associations (excluding union 
meeting and hiring halls) 

3. Those uses in Sections 9-4 1002.2 and 9-4.1002.3 of this chapter may be 
permitted in office condominium developments subject to the re- 
quirements stated in those respective sections 

4. Accessory uses and facilities which are clearly related and incidental 
to one of the above permitted conditional uses 

B. Industrial condominium developments are permitted in the ap- 
propriately zoned M-1, M-2, and M-I-P zoning districts within the City, sub- 
ject to the issuance of a conditional use permit pursuant to the provisions of 
Article i9 of this chapter and the approval of tentative or final tract or 
parcel maps as may be required by law. This requirement is in addition to 
other permits or certificates required by law 

Furthermore. the types of industrial condominium uses which are allow- 
ed per the required conditional use permit are as follows: 

1. Light manufacturing and light industrial uses which are not obnoxious 
by reason of sound fumes, repulsive odors, and the like, whether the same 
constitute an actual nuisance or not, and including such uses as: 

a. Assembly plants 

b. Bakeries, wholesale 

c. Bottling plants 

d. Building material and contractor storage yards and plants 

e. Cabinet shops and furniture manufacture 

f. Canning and packing 

g. Canvas products manufacture 

h. Cereal faetories 

i. Cleaning and dyeing plants 

j. Cosmetics manufacture 

k. Creameries 

1. Electroplating 

m. Food products manufacture, except fish and meat products, 
sauerkraut, vinegar. yeast. and the rendering or refining of fats and oils 

n. Fruit and vegetable packing plants 

o. Garment manufacture 

p. Ice and cold storage plants 

q. Laboratories, experimental and the like 
Laundries (commercial operations only) 

s. Machine, welding, and blacksmith shops, excluding the use of equip- 
ment producing undue noise or vibration 

t. Neon and electric sign manufacture 

u. Radio manufacture and assembly and electrical and electronic 
appliances 

v. Rug and carpet cleaning plants 

w. Storage of goods, materials, Iquids, and equipment except the bulk 
storage of matter or materials which are inflammable or explosive or 
which create dust, odor, or fumes) 

x. Tire retreading and recapping and battery manufacture 

y. Toy and novelty manufacture 

z. Warehouses and storage buildings 

aa. Wholesale buildings 

bb. Similar light and industrial and manufacturing uses but excluding 
automobile and truck repair related uses 

2. Retail or wholesale stores, businesses, offices, or commercial ac- 
tivities when specifically authorized by the Commission and are found to be 
incidental and directly related to one of the above - permitted conditional 
uses and that such uses will be compatible with the other industrial con- 
dominium units 

3. Accessory uses and facilities which are clearly related and incidental 
to one of the above permitted conditional uses. 

C. The Commission shall be empowered through its review of any office 
or industrial condominium conditionai use permit, to exclude any of the 
uses listed in A and/or B above if it finds that such use will conflict with the 
purpose and intent of this article and/or the General Plan. 

D. The conversion of lease or rental office developments to office con- 
dominium developments and the conversion of lease or rental industrial 
developments to industrial condominium developments within appropriate 
zoning districts is permitted, subject to the issuance of a conditional use 
permit pursuant to the provisions of Article 19 of this chapter and the ap- 
proval of tentative or final tract or parcel maps as may be required by law. 
This requirement is in addition to other permits or certificates required by 
law 

Furthermore, approval of said conditional use permit for conversion 
shall require that the development in question meet all requirements 
currently in effect for new office or industrial condominium developments, 

E. No person shall construct, sell, lease, rent, convey, maintain or use an 
office or industrial condominium development or unit within the City of 
Montclair without complying with the provisions of this chapter 
Section 9-3.507. Prelminary Review 

Before filing any development approval application for an office or in- 
dustrial condominium development, the prospective applicant shall submit 
to the Planning Division, Department of Community Development, a re- 
quest for preliminary review application containing preliminary sketches 
and general site information, as may be reasonably required for considera- 
tion and advice to the applicant, as to the relation of the proposal to general 
development objectives to be attained in the area and as to the policies of 
the Planning Commission with reference thereto. The Planning Division 
shall then submit the preliminary application to the Development Review 
Committee at a regular meeting. The Development Review Committee 
shall review the preliminary review application and forward to the Plan- 
ning Division all recommendations and comments, and also anticipated 
conditions, in accordance with the provisions of this article 
Section 9-3.508.

After the preliminary review, the applicant may file a request for 
development approval application for an office or industrial condominium 
development and shall include the information required by this section and 
any other information that may be required to adequately consider such 
proposal. A conditional use permit, precise plan of design, tentative tract 
map. and preliminary site plans, as required by this article, shall be sub- 
mitted to the Planning Divisoin concurrently. The Planning Division shall 
make recommenations on such project to the Planning Commission for ap- 
proval, conditional approval, or denial. Tentative tract maps, precise plan 
of design and conditional use permit applications, filed pursuant to this ar- 
ticle, shall be processed simultaneously 
Section 9-3.510. Information to be Submitted 

The information to be filed in support of an office or industrial con- 
dominium development and conditional use permit, in addition to those 
items specified in Sections 9-3.09, 9-4.1910 and 9-5. 102 thereof, shall consist 
of the following 

A. A site plan depicting: 

1. The building site showing the arrangement and location of all 
buildings. structures and improvements proposed and to be retained or con- 
structed and the gross floor area and ground floor area of each unit and/or 
building type. This includes existing and proposed off-site improvements. 

2. The location and design of on-site circulation, including pedestrian 
ways, on-site parking and location, loading areas, and outside storage 
areas 

3. The location of all landscaped areas, fences and trash storage areas 
and how the utility services and drainage are to be provided 

B. A landscaped plan, including landscape plant schedule, showing the 
location of existing trees proposed to be removed and proposed to be retain- 
ed, and the amount. size, type and location of landscaped areas, planting 
beds. and plant materials, including provisions for 100 percent automatic 
irrigation 

C. An architectural drawing, renderings or sketches showing ali 
elevations and floor plans of the proposed buildings and structures as they 
will appear on completion. All exterior surfacing materials and colors shall 
be specified and mounted on a sample board. 

D. Scale drawings of all signs and exterior lighting showing the size, loca- 
tion, materials, colors, copy and illumination. This shall include all light 
standard specifications. 

E. Preliminary grading plans when necessary to insure development 
properly related to the site and to surrounding properties and structures. 

F. Calculations indicating the land area devoted to teach proposed use in 
the planned office or industrial condominium development and its percen- 
tage of the total area. 

G. A map indicating any proposed division of land within the office or in- 
dustrial condominium development. 

H. A preliminary title report showing the vested ownership and all 
covenants, conditions, restrictions and reservations of record. 

I. A time schedule for purposes of information, indicating when construc- 
tion is to begin, the anticipated rate of development and the approximate 
completion date, including the phase construction. 

J. Any other drawings or additional information necessary to adequately 
consider the drawings required by this section and determine compliance 
with the purpose and intent of this chapter. 

Section 9-3.511, Development Standards 

To achieve the purpose of this article, the Commission shall require, 
prior to the approval of construction, that all office and industrial con- 
dominium developments conform to the Montclair Municipal Code in effect 
at the time of approval. Such standards shall include, but are not limited to 
the following: 

A. Office condominium developments may be constructed in the C-1, C-2, 
C-3, and A-P zoning districts, subject to the development standards of the 
underlying zone; the parking ordinance and the sign ordinance of the 
Montclaiur Municipal Code, and any conditions of approval as required by 
Precise Plan of Design and Conditional Use Permit review. 

B. Industrial condominium developments may be constructed in the M-1, 
M-2, and M-I-P zoning districts, subject to the development standards of 
the underlying zone; the parking ordinance and the sign ordinance of the 
City of Montclair Municipal Code, and any conditions of approval as re- 
quired by Precise Plan of Design and Conditional Use Permit review. 

C. In addition to the requirements of the respective zoning districts in 
which office or industrial condominium developments are located (as in- 
dicated in A and B above), the following development standards shall app- 
ly. Wherever there is a conflict or the appearance of a conflict between the 
normal zoning requirements and the following condominium requirements, 
the more stringent standards shall apply unless the conflict is mutually ex- 
clusive, in which case this ordinance shall apply. 

1. Site Area 

a. The minimum gross site area for office condominium developments 
within C-1, C-2, C-3, or A-P zoning districts, when developed pursuant to 
this article, shall be 7,200 sq. ft., except that sites with lesser area may be 
permitted when contiguous to an existing office condominium development 
constructed to the standards of this article or constitute a logical extension 
in arrangement of buildings, facilities, and open space, per an adopted 
Specific Plan of Development. 

b. The minimum gross site area for industrial condominium 
developrnents with M-1, M-2, or M-I-P zoning districts, when developed 
pursuant to this article, shall be 10.000 sq. ft., except that sites with lesser 
area may be permitted when contiguous to an existing industrial con- 
dominium development constructed to the standards of this article or con- 
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space, per an adopted Specific Plan of Development. 

2. Minimum Unit Size 

a. Each office condominium unit shall be a minimum 1200 gross square 
feet including 11 structures, parking, open space, and other appurtenant 
facilities which are reserved for the exclusive use of that unit as well as a 
proportionate share of all common space and facilities.

ment. Furthermore, an absolute minimum of 300 net, usable square feet of 
fully enclosed floor area shall be provided for each office condominium unit 
and/or each individual business, organization, or professional entity per- 
mitted to operate on the premises. 

b. Each industrial condominium unit shall be a minimum 5000 gross 
square feet including all structures, parking, open space, and other ap- 
purtenant facilities which are reserved for the exclusive use of that unit as 
well as a proportionate share of all common space and facilities. Also, a 
minimum average of 2000 net square feet of fully enclosed floor area shall 
be provided for each industrial condominium unit within an industrial con- 
dominium development. Furthermore, an absolute minimum of 1500 net, 
usable square feet of fully enclosed floor area shall be provided for each in- 
dustrial condominium unit and/or individual business, organization, or in- 
dustrial entity permitted to occupy the premises 

3. Utilities 

Each office or industrial condominium unit shall have separate water, 
sewage. and utility connections. Each utility that is controlled by and con- 
sumed within the unit shall be separately billed for its use. Each unit shall 
have access to its own meter(s), heater(s), and airconditioner(s), and shall 
not require entry through another unit. Each unit shall have its own elec- 
trical panel and access thereto. 

4. Fire Rating 

Each office or industrial condominium unit shall be constructed with a 
minimum of one-hour rated construction throughout. 

5. Outdoor Storage Areas 

Outdoor storage may be permitted in industrial condominium 
developments as a part of the required conditional use permit when the 
Commission determines that such storage is adequately screened from 
public view and will not be aesthetically or materially detrimental to sur- 
rounding properties. If the Commission determines that a proposed in- 
dustrial condominium development can adequately accommodate outdoor 
storage area(s), then the following standards shall apply: 

a. Outdoor storage shall only be permitted within the rear or side yards 
(except corner side yards) of the development. 

b. All outdoor storage areas shall be fully enclosed within a minimum six 
foot (6’) high masonry block wall similar in color and appearance to the 
primary structure(s). Accessways to storage areas shall he gated with an 
opaque material such as wood, metal, chain link (with wood slats), or other 
suitable material. Exception: Chain link fence or a similar material may 
be substituted for the required masonry biock wall between adjoining in- 
dustrial side and/or rear property lines when the City is presented with a 
written, mutual agreement between the property owners involved. This ex- 
ception may apply only to adjoining industrial uses ( appropriately zoned) 
and shall not be permitted when one of the properties is vacant or when the 
property line in question abuts a public or private street. 

c. Only those materials common to the operation of the permitted use of 
the respective industrial condominium unit shall be permitted in an out- 
door storage area. Waste and scrap materials shall be removed at least 
once a week. 

d. Goods or materials within the outdoor storage area may not be stored 
or stacked so as to exceed the height of the required masonry block wall. 
Section 9-3.512. Appearance Standards 

The following standards shall be considered by the Planning Commission 
before approving a planned office or industrial condominium development. 

A. Architectural features and general appearance of the proposed 
development shall enhance the orderly and harmonious development of the 
area or the community as a whole. 

B. Architectural features and complimentary colors shall be incor- 
porated into design of all vertical exterior surfaces of the building in order 
to create an aesthetically pleasing project. 

C. Particular attention shall be given to incorporating the design, in- 
cluding colors of signs, into the overall design of the entire development in 
order to achieve uniformity. 

D. Vehicular access ways shall be designed with landscaping and building 
variation to eliminate an alley-like appearance. 

Section 9-3.513. Miscellaneous Develoment Standards 

The following development standards shall be applicable to office and in 
dustrial condominium developments in addition fo those required in Section 
9-3.511 

A. Grading: Notification of Completion and Written Certification Re 
quired. The permittee or his agent shall notify the City Building Official 
when the grading operation is ready for final inspection. Final approval 
shall not be given until all work including installation of all drainage 
facilities and their protective devices and all erosion control measures 
have been completed in accordance with the final approved grading plan 
and the required reports have been submitted, ineluding written certifica- 
tion that work completed is in accordance with the final approved trading 
plan. 

B. Landscaping: Notification of Completion and Written Certification 
Required. The permittee or his agent shall notify the Director of Communi- 
ty Development when the final landscaping installation is ready for inspec- 
tion. Final approval shall not be given until all work, including installation 
of plant material and irrigation systems has been completed in accordance 
with the approved landscape plan and has been submitted, including 
written certification that work completed is in accordance with the final 
approved landscape plan. 

C. Energy Conservation. Project shall be designed to fully comply with 
all energy conservation features and materials required by current state 
and local requirements. 

D. Fire Detection System. Fire protection appurtenances as may be re- 
quired by current state and local requirements 

E. Security Measures. The general design of any proposed planned 
residential development shall facilitate the reduction of crime.. Individual 
unit security shall be a significant consideration in the construction of the 
development, in accordance with the City’s current security ordinance. _ 
Section 9-3.514. Provisions Required: Covenants, Condntions, and Restric- 
tions (CC&R’s) 

In order to insure maintenance of all streets, parking areas, and 
landscaping within all common areas of any and all office and industrial 
condominium developments, the following provisions shall be contained in 
the covenants, conditions, and restrictions. No such CC&R’s shall be accep- 
table until approved by the Director of Community Development as, to 
suitability for the proposed use and maintenance of the streets, parking 
areas, and other common areas and the City Attorney as to legal form and 
effect. These provisions shall inelude, but not be limited to the following: 

A. Provisions for the maintenance of all parking, streets, landscaping, 
and other common areas by an association of the individual office or in- 
dustrial condominium unit owners. : 

B. Provisions for the common use of all parking facilities and streets by 
each office or industrial condominium unit. z 

C. Provisions restricting the use of each office or industrial condominium: 
unit to the uses permitted by this chapter in Section 9-3.506. : 

D. Provisions requiring the continued maintenance of design and building 
standards which are approved through the required Precise Plan of Design 
including but not limited to construction details, exterior finishes and 
colors, landscaping, outdoor storage areas, and signing. Any changes must 
be approved through separate Precise Plan of Design. 

E. The final CC&R’s, upon approval by the City, shall be recorded with 
the final tract or parcel map. ; 

F. The City of Montclair shall be made a party to the CC&R’s, and further. 
providing the City shall approve any changes or amendments to the: 
CC&R’s. : 

G. The City of Montclair shall be granted the power to enforce all 
provisions of the CC&R’s including but not limited to the maintenance of all 
streets and parking areas and landscaping within all common areas. 

H. The City of Montclair shall be granted the express power to enforce all 
laws and ordinances of the Street of California and/or the City of Montclair 
on the private streets, alleys and parking areas within the project. 

1. Nothing within the CC&R’s shall be construed as imposing an obliga- 
tion or requiring the City of Montclair to enforce any provision of the 
CC&R’s 

I. The City of Montclair shall be entitled to prior written notice of any 
proposed amendment to the CC&R’s. Such notice shall be given by mailing 
a copy of the precise language of the proposed amendment to the City of 
Montclair, c/o City Clerk, together with a letter of transmittal explaining 
the proposed change in general terms. The City shall have an opportunity to 
review and comment upon the proposed amendment for a period of not less 
than forty-five (45) days prior to the effective date of any such proposed 
amendment. 

J. Right of Entry. The City of Montclair through its duly authorized 
agents or employees, shall have the right to enter upon the common areas 
for the following purposes: 

1. Inspection, maintenance and repair of the landscape and private street 
components of the common areas where such maintenance and repair is 
required. 

2. Enforcement of local traffic and/or parking regulations, All privately 
owned and maintained streets, drives, alleys and parking areas shall be 
open for the use of the public for purposes of vehicle traffic and are so con- 
nected with highways and streets and that provisions of the Vehicle Code of 
the State of California may be applied in their entirety to them. Whenever 
by this provisions or any other law of the City, parking is restricted or 
prohibited and signs are erected giving notice thereof, the officers of the 
City of Montclair Police Department may cause the vehicles in violation 
thereof to be towed away and stored at the expense of the owner, operator. 
or person to whom the vehicle is entitled to be released, and the vehicle 
shall not be released except upon payment of the towing and storage cost. 
In tow-away zones, the traffic engineer shall cause to be erected ap- 
propriate signs giving notice thereof. 

K. Reimbursements of City Expenditures by the Association. All costs 
and expenses incurred by the City arising out of its maintenance and repair 
of the common areas, as provided in Sections (f) (1) and (2), shall be 
charged as an expense of the homeowners’ association and shall be paid 
within thirty (30) days of receipt of an invoice for same. 

L. Assessments and Lien Rights of the City. If City maintenance costs 
are not paid within thirty (30) days from the date due, said unpaid costs and 
expenses shall become a special assessment against the property, and upon 
hearing and confirmation by the City Council shall be collected in the same 
manner as real property taxes and shall be subject to the same penalties, 
procedures and sale in case of delinquency as is provided for real property 
taxes. 

M. Provisions requiring notification of the City as to the name of a con- 
tract agg: from the condominium owners’ association, Said notifica- 
tion shall be made at the inception of the association and whenever the 
name of said contact person(s), changes due to election, resignation, or 
reorganization. 

N. Provisions requiring compliance with the CC&R's by each con- 
dominium unit owner and the association as well as all tenants, leasees, or 
other persons or parties making use of the office or industrial condominium 
development property and/or facilities.
